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Council must 
make savings 
of nearly £1m 


CASH-strapped East 

Cambridgeshire District Council 
needs to make almost £1 million 
in savings in the next two years, 
bosses have revealed. 

Just weeks after leaders 
announced that redundancies 
could be made and services could 
be axed as they seek to balance 
the authority’s budget, the full 
extent of the dire financial 
situation has now been published 
in a report. 

According to the report put 
before the council’s finance and 
governance committee, there are 
numerous factors which are 
forcing the authority to have to 
make a whopping £900,370 in 
savings by 2015/16. 

As previously reported, deciding 
to axe car parking charges plans 
for Ely has left the council with a 
£400,000 hole in its budget for 
next year. 

But that, combined with deeper 
cuts to its Government funding, 
cuts to its new homes bonus pay¬ 
ments and money to be spent on 
funding building projects, such 
as a new leisure centre and a 
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southern bypass, mean it will be 
almost £1 million short by 2015. 

The council has now appointed 
Improvement East to carry out a 
‘root and branch review’ of all its 
spending to begin the process of 
finding the savings now. 

Cllr Charles Roberts, the coun¬ 
cil’s deputy leader, said: “While in 
some ways it is daunting to see 
the size of the financial gap which 
the district council will face in 18 
months time, having a target now 
does allow us to plan effectively 
for the future. 

“We can also take solace from 
how prudent financial manage¬ 
ment over the last few years has 
put us in a much stronger position 
to face the challenges ahead of us. 

“The ‘root and branch’ review of 
the council is designed not just to 
find the savings required to 
protect the long-term future of 
the authority, it is also about 
finding better ways of working for 
our residents. 

“Whether this is through chang¬ 
ing the way the council works or 


expanding our partnership work, 
we must thoroughly examine how 
we can get best value from every 
pound we spend. 

“Our aim is to be able to protect 
the services which our residents 
expect from their hard-earned 
council tax. 

“Let no one be in any doubt that 
there are tough decisions to be 
taken in the future and it would 
be naive to think that any of this 
will be easy. However, we will not 
take knee jerk decisions based on 
short-term thinking or a narrow 
set of interests. 

“We will look carefully at the 
options in front of us to ensure 
East Cambridgeshire can grow 
and prosper in the years to come 
based on solid financial founda¬ 
tions.” 

The root branch review will be 
carried out in August and 
September. 

Council staff members of 
Unison also lobbied councillors 
against the cuts.

‘Jobs and services 
should be priority’

FURIOUS council staff who 
could be made redundant are 
demanding their employers put 
jobs before “politically driven 
priorities”. 

Employees at East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
have been told that they could 
lose their jobs as bosses at the 
authority seek to save more than 
£900,000 in the next two years. 

But Unison members working 
for the council insist the authori¬ 
ty is putting their jobs - and local 
services - at risk in order to fund 
a list of corporate priorities, 
including projects like a new 
leisure centre and a southern 
bypass. 

Last Thursday, around 25 
Unison members lobbied 
councillors at the authority’s 
headquarters, calling for their 
jobs - and services provided to 
taxpayers - to be made the 
priorities. 

Phil Gooden, Unison’s regional 
organiser, who helped to organ¬ 
ise the lobby, said: “The council 
is already facing unprecedented 
cuts to its funding by the 
Government. 

“Borrowing huge sums of 
money to spend on politically 
driven schemes puts at risk the 
essential services that the people 


of East Cambridgeshire rely on. 

“We are worried that the Tory 
councillors’ plan to borrow 
millions of pounds to pay for 14 
large-scale projects will put the 
future of essential services at 
risk.” 

Council chiefs are now review¬ 
ing how the authority will oper¬ 
ate in the years ahead - mainly 
because Government is propos¬ 
ing to cut Local Government 
budgets by a further 10 per cent. 

But Unison says the council is 
putting expensive projects like a 
new leisure centre and new 
southern bypass for the city 


before its employees and 
taxpayers. 

Mr Gooden said: “According to 
reports, councillors are planning 
to sell off council assets and cut 
services and jobs for the next 25 
years in order to repay the money 
they will need to borrow. 

“It is outrageous for councillors 
to plough on with major capital 
projects like building a new 
leisure centre and it beggars 
belief that they are ignoring the 
current climate of austerity by 
placing the district council in a 
seemingly untenable financial 
position.” 
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Lightning 
strike causes 
huge straw 
stack inferno 

AROUND 150 tonnes of 
straw went up in flames 
when it was struck by 
lightning. 

Firefighters from Ely, 
Soham, Littleport, 
Burwell and Chatteris 
were called to the 
massive straw stack fire 
in Fen Bank, Isleham. 

The blaze broke out at 
around 3pm on Monday 
and involved 
approximately 150 
tonnes of straw going up 
in flames. 

Using three jets, 
monitors, portable fans 
and portable pumps to 
pump from open water, 
firefighters managed to 
prevent the inferno from 
spreading to nearby 
agricultural buildings. 

There were also 
animals inside the 
buildings at the time. 

A spokeswoman for 
Cambridgeshire Fire and 
Rescue Service said all 
the animals were moved 
to a safe location and 
none were affected by 
the fire. 

She said fire crews 
remained at the scene 
overnight on Monday to 
dampen the fire down 
and they re-attended 
throughout the day on 
Tuesday to re-inspect the 
site.

Dead body 
discovered 
in vehicle

A MAN was found dead 
in his car after suffering a 
heart attack.

“Emergency services 
attended but the man 
was pronounced dead at 
the scene. 

“The death is not being 
treated as suspicious and 
a file will be handed to 
the coroner.” 


Life behind bars for 
murder of pensioner

TWO travellers have been 
jailed for life after being 
convicted of murdering 
defenceless Chittering 
pensioner Llwelyn Thomas. 

Frankie Parker, 26, was 
sentenced to a minimum 
term of 24 years and his 
uncle, Gary Smith, 21, must 
serve at least 22 years for 
bludgeoning 76-year-old Mr 
Thomas to death. 

The pair denied murder but 
were convicted by a jury on 
Thursday and sentenced on 
Friday following a 17-day trial 
at Cambridge Crown Court. 

The jury heard that the pair 
broke into Mr Thomas home 
in Ely Road on December 17, 
2011 and smashed him over 
the head with a crowbar. 

They then stamped on his 
face as he lay dying on the 
floor. 

Mr justice Singh, sentenc¬ 
ing, said: “One can only 
imagine the desperation and 
fear Mr Thomas must have 
felt in what turned out to be 
the last minutes of his life. 

“But Frankie Parker and 
Gary Smith showed him no 
mercy and left him 
unconscious lying in a pool of 
his own blood.” 

Smith was also convicted of 


robbery, a charge Parker had 
already admitted. 

It took the jury little over an 
hour to reach their verdicts. 

John Smith, 67, who is Gary 
Smith’s father and Frankie 
Parker’s grandfather was 
sentenced to two-and-a-half 
years for assisting an offender 
by providing a false alibi for 
his son, which he previously 
admitted. 

Speaking after the sentenc¬ 


ing, Richard Thomas, Mr 
Thomas’ son, said: “Despite 
my father’s apparent co¬ 
operation and my father pre¬ 
senting no threat to these 
robbers, they decided to beat 
him with a crowbar and 
stamp on his face. 

“And they beat him and 
they beat him and they beat 
him until he died. 

“I was asked to identify my 
father’s body at the hospital, 


which I did. Quite a few of his 
closest friends I believe would 
have been unable to identify 
him.” 

The son praised the police 
for their “dogged persistence” 
in bringing to justice the 
“desperately dangerous 
career criminals” and 
“vicious murderers who hid 
behind their own lies and the 
protection of their commu¬ 
nity”.

Wetland project is a 
‘waste’ of farmland 


MAJOR plans to create around 
180 hectares of new wetland 
habitat have been slammed as 
“hideous” by worried locals. 

Villagers living in and around 
the Coveney and Wardy Hill area 
are pleading for planners at East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
to reject the Environment 
Agency’s (EA) Ouse Washes 
Habitat Creation Project. 

It was in May that the EA 
applied to East Cambridgeshire 
District Council for planning 
permission to flood farmland 
located between Coveney and 
Wardy Hill and turn it into wet¬ 
land. 

While many have welcomed 
the scheme, which, if approved, 
would create habitat similar to 
the Wildfowl and Wetlands Trust 
at Welney, others insist it is a 
“waste of prime agricultural 
land”.

Martin Jacobs, of Main Street, 
Coveney, said: “How some peo¬ 
ple can be in support of this 
project I simply do not know. 

“It’s hideous. Not only is it 
going to have a horrendous 
impact on the local drainage 
system but it’s also going to have 
no benefit to locals whatsoever. 

“We have enough wetland hab¬ 
itat in this area. It’s about time 
we started to preserve our prime 
agricultural land instead of put¬ 
ting it to waste like this.” 

Robert Deal, of Hive Road, 
Witcham, added: “This is not 
wanted by local people but no 
doubt it will be enforced upon 
us. 

“Regardless of that, it is the 
effect on our drainage and sew¬ 
age system being rendered com¬ 


pletely useless. We will be left to 
pick up the pieces and it will be 
yet another facility for people 
outside the area, not locals.” 

The EA says the multi-million 
pound scheme will enhance bio¬ 
diversity, conserve and enhance 
the landscape character of the 
area, provide recreational and 
sustainable tourism opportuni¬ 
ties, ensure there are no adverse 
changes in water levels, quality 
or flow, and protect and enhance 
soil quality. 

The EA says the impact on the 
project on neighbouring proper¬ 
ties and land users will be “miti¬ 
gated through design of the hab¬ 
itat area and its drainage system, 
and where necessary, through 
the use of buffer land and imper¬ 
meable membranes.” 

The final decision lies with the 
district council.

Five people injured as post smashes windscreen

Littleport, to be improved for 
some time and the issue has been 
heightened following the death 
of Ely Sixth Form College student 
Jack, 18, on June 20. 

Last Thursday, there was anoth¬ 
er accident at the junction which 
involved two accidents and 
injured four people. 

Residents are calling for 
Cambridgeshire County Council 
to install traffic lights at the 
bridge as a “matter of urgency” 
and now Jack’s best friend, 

Courtney Pettifor, has launched 
his own petition. 

The petition was launched on 
Friday and has already attracted 
over 280 signatures. 

Courtney, 18, said: “Traffic 
lights are needed at this junction 
to help improve the safety for 
drivers and pedestrians. 

“The visibility is poor and the 
speed is unacceptable along the 
Branch Bank road. This has con¬ 
sequently been the cause of two 
accidents in the past five weeks.

A spokesman for the county 
council said: “Road safety is a 
main priority for the council and 
we work closely in partnership 
with the emergency services on 
measures to reduce casualties. 

“Although it would be inappro¬ 
priate to comment on the latest 
accidents while they are being 
investigated by the police we will 
look at their findings and take 
any appropriate action.”

Level of residential building 
has got totally out of hand 

REGARDING Peter Dawes’ letter last week, he 
is right about small towns outside Cambridge 
being used as dumping grounds for residential 
building. 

What he also should know is that for each 
property passed, apparently, the council 
receives £5k and five years of council tax (over 
and beyond what the home owner pays).

In 2007 a Core Strategy Amendment 
Preferred Options Paper stated that “Soham 
sewage treatment works is at capacity and 
requires upgrading and the foul sewerage 
network requires local reinforcements. It is 
therefore requested that new allocations are 
phased to come forward post 2016”. 

This has been ignored and Anglia Water 
contractors are frequently spending up to 48 
hours clearing blocked pipes in the College 
Road/Lion Mills/Angle Common area.

It’s the Pirates 
of the Fens! 


A MULTI-millionaire 
family has built an incred¬ 
ible Caribbean-style 
pirate island just a few 
miles from Ely - but coun¬ 
cil planners may make 
them walk the plank for 
failing to get planning 
permission for it. 

Challis Island, created in 
a lake in a former gravel 
quarry, has been built in a 
remote location in 
Landbeach by the 
Dickerson family, who ran 
the Donarbon waste pro¬ 
cessing firm before selling 
it three years ago. 

The island was created 
from scratch, including a 
stream, lagoon and water¬ 
fall. It boasts five buildings 
made with oak and 
Douglas fir frames, plus 
thatched and wooden roof 
tiles, to give the feel of an 
abandoned 18th-century 
colonial outpost. 

The buildings include a 
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fully functioning pub in 
the style of a colonial tav¬ 
ern, and a guest house 
which is built in the style of 
a military commander’s 
office. There is also a 
thatched beach hut and a 
sun deck which is designed 
to look like the ruins of a 
military hospital. 

The island was built at 
Lakeside View by the 
Master Wishmakers, a 
Kettering-based company, 
but the family have been 
forced to apply for retro¬ 
spective permission 
because the structures 
were not granted in 
advance of construction. 

James Challis, the name¬ 
sake of the island and a 
member of the Dickerson 
family, said the project was 
a memorial to his late 
grandfather John 


Dickerson, who built the 
family business up over 
several decades. 

Mr Challis, from Sutton, 
said: “After the land had 
been restored, our family 
took it on privately and 
used it as their own per¬ 
sonal recreation area and 
we worked on encouraging 
wildlife to the site. 

“The lake had been left 
for so many years that it 
suffered greatly from a 
build-up of silt that 
encouraged weeds to grow 
and starved the oxygen out 
the water to such a degree 
that when the lake was 
drained, only nine small 
fish were found. 

“We hope that John 
Dickerson, who made it all 
possible, will be remem¬ 
bered through it.” The ret¬ 
rospective plans are now 
being considered by South 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council.

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Probe after 
crane falls 
into marina 



A CRANE driver had a lucky escape 
after the huge vehicle he was driving 
plummeted into water at a marina. 

The man was steering the eight-wheel 
crane when the ground beneath it 
crumbled and the vehicle crashed into 
deep water. 

The incident happened at the Fish and 
Duck Marina near Little Thetford last 
Tuesday morning and luckily, the driver 
managed to leap out of the crane’s cab 
before it hit the water, escaping unin¬ 
jured. 

An investigation into the accident has 
now been launched. 

The crane had been provided by 
Bedford-based firm NMT Crane Hire 
and was being employed by a customer 
of the marina to lift two Dutch barges. 

According to James Harvey, owner of 
the marina, the accident happened as 
the “agreed temporary measures were 
not put in place”. 

Mr Harvey said: “Nobody was injured 
and neither boats, nor vehicles, were 
involved in the accident. 

“We will now be working with the 
crane operator to ascertain why the 
agreed temporary measures were not 
put in place before the crane arrived on 
site. 

“The company will ensure to launch 
our own investigation into the incident 
to ensure that this does not happen 
again. 

“Boat lifts have been taking place at 
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the Fish and Duck Marina for many 
years and they will continue.” 

The crane itself was eventually 
removed from the marina yesterday. 

The marina’s boating community 
were allowed to remain on site although 
the marina, which has only recently re¬ 
opened following an extensive refur¬ 
bishment, was shut off to the public for 
health and safety reasons. 

John Aldous, marina manager, said: 
“We will ensure that the repairs to the 
marina are made quickly and to the 
same high standard; however, we are 
currently unable to confirm timescales. 

“We apologise in advance for any 
inconvenience that may be caused 
while we take remedial action.” 

A spokesman for East Cambridgeshire 
District Council confirmed the author¬ 
ity had launched an investigation into 
the incident. 

He said: “Officers at the district coun¬ 
cil have been notified about the inci¬ 
dent and we are now investigating the 
cause of the accident.” 

A spokesman for NMT Crane Hire said 
the company could not comment on the 
incident at this stage. 

The Health and Safety Executive is not 
investigating the accident at this stage, 
a spokeswoman for the organisation 
said.

Church’s stay 
of execution 


A COMMUNITY church 
which faced being left 
with no roof over its head 
has been given a tempo¬ 
rary reprieve. 

The Vine Community 
Church in Littleport was 
told earlier this year that it 
had just weeks to find an 
alternative place of wor¬ 
ship. 

The 100 member-strong 
church is based at the 
Regal Community Centre, 
in Hempfield Road, and in 
May its owner, local build¬ 
ing firm Buckingham and 
Sparrow, wrote to all its 
users telling them they had 
to re-locate by the end of 
July. 

Other users of the build¬ 
ing include a family club 
and a youth group. 

Locals fear the centre is 
going to be bulldozed in 
order for new homes to be 
built on the site, but the 
firm insists there are “no 
firm plans” to knock down 
the facility.

Now the church and 
other users have been told 
they can stay inside the 
Regal until the end of 
December. 

Mark Banfield, pastor of 
the church, said: “We’ve 
been told we’re now 
allowed to stay at the cen¬ 
tre until the end of 
December, which is obvi¬ 
ously great news and we’re 
grateful. 

“I believe the situation is 
the same for the other 
users too. We’re actively 
looking for somewhere 
else in the village where we 
can meet and there are a 
few possibilities so things 
are positive. 

“Even though we’ve got 
until Christmas we’re 
actually planning to be 
somewhere else by the end 
of October.” 

Talks about the future of 
the community centre 
have been ongoing for 


some time and the last Ely 
News reported was last 
year when Buckingham 
and Sparrow said they 
wanted to give the centre 
to the parish council in 
return for permission to 
ditch the building of social 
housing on a separate site 
near the village’s 
Highfields Estate - a move 
which would save the cen¬ 
tre from the bulldozers. 

The parish council says it 
has not heard anymore 
from the developers since 
those discussions last year. 

Speaking in May, a 
spokeswoman for 

Buckingham and Sparrow 
said: “There are no firm 
plans for the site yet so 
people are wrong to say it 
is going to be knocked 
down.” 

Speaking this week, a 
spokeswoman said: 
“Nothing has changed 
since we last spoke and 
there are still no set plans 
for the site.”

Greys of Ely’s bid 
set to be rejected 


A COACH hire firm’s hopes of build¬ 
ing a new training centre - and 
increasing its security - look set to 
be dashed. 

Bosses at Greys of Ely, one of the 
region’s biggest coach hire compa¬ 
nies, want to build a new residential 
building on land adjacent to the 
firm’s base in Common Road, 
Witchford. 

The proposed building would not 
only accommodate a new training 
centre for the business but also new 
offices for staff - and provide a home 
for the company’s depot manager. 

A planning application was submit¬ 
ted to East Cambridgeshire District 
Council in March. 

The company said it wanted the 
depot manager to live on site in a bid 
to stamp out the ever-increasing 
problem of thefts and vandalism. In a 
statement, the firm said that in the 
past two years they have reported 25 
such incidents to police. 

They also say that currently trainee 
coach drivers have to travel to 
specialist centres in Manchester or 
London for professional training.

Greys want to build their own train¬ 
ing centre, as well as new offices, 
outside alfresco area and even out¬ 
door fitness equipment for staff. 

But next week the district council’s 
planning committee is being recom¬ 
mended to refuse the plans. 

Planning officer Yvette Mooney 
said: “The proposed dwelling would 
be sited outside the settlement 
boundary of Witchford where devel¬ 
opment is strictly controlled and 
restricted to that which is essential to 
the efficient operation of local agri¬ 
culture, horticulture, forestry, per¬ 
mitted mineral extraction, outdoor 
recreation, and other uses specifi¬ 
cally identified in the Core Strategy. 

“Construction of a new dwelling 
associated with an existing coach 
depot does not fall within any of the 
permissible categories. 

“In addition, the proposed dwelling 
is not considered to be of sufficient 
quality - it is neither truly outstand¬ 
ing nor innovative and would not 


enhance its immediate setting. 

“By introducing a new house of this 
size and scale, the proposal would be 
clearly visible from the public 
domain. 

“The application site currently 
forms a buffer between the built up 
settlement of Witchford and the 
existing coach depot - loss of this 
landscape feature would consolidate 
ribbon development along Common 
Road and adversely impact the rural 
character of the area.” 

The company was founded in 1946 
by Charles Grey and was originally 
based in Ely before moving to its 
purpose built depot in Witchford in 
1996. 

The business employs about 40 
people, with the proposed develop¬ 
ment creating five jobs. 

The proposals have attracted one 
letter of objection from a local resi¬ 
dent and Witchford Parish Council 
has no objection to the plans. 

The planning meeting is being held 
at the council’s offices in Nutholt 
Lane, Ely, at 2pm on Wednesday, 
August 7. 


Local construction company’s offices to be extended 


PLANS to extend a 
building firm’s 
headquarters have been 
given the green light. 

It was in April that 
bosses at MAC 
Construction, based on 
the Chettisham Business 
Park in Lynn Road, Ely, 


applied for planning 
permission to extend 
their offices in order to 
provide extra office space. 

The proposals have now 
been approved by East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council.

square metres in size 
and will be used to 
provide extra office 
accommodation, facility 
areas and a new meeting 
and print room.

parapet as indicated.”

Council, the firm said: 
“This application 
proposes a change of use 
from A1 funeral directors 
shop to Sui Generis 
funeral directors facility. 

“The site has recently 
been renovated to provide 
funeral directors facilities 
which include reception/ 
office, arranging area, 
chapel, holding room, 
cold room, disabled WC 
and tea room. 

“The remainder of the 
building has been left 
void for future 
development. This 
application seeks to 
develop the void rooms to 
provide coffin storage and 
hygienic treatment 
facilities on the site. 

“The parking area at the 
rear is to be retained. The 
application site is within a 
local shopping area and 
we believe the proposals 
will comply with the 
council’s current 
policies.”

Businesses may be aware that 
from 1 January 2013 the annual 
investment allowance (AIA) 
relating to plant and machinery 
temporarily increased from 
£25,000 to £250,000 for two years. 
This means that assets purchased 
in that period below that limit will 
enjoy a 100% tax write off in the 
year of purchase, rather than 18% 
or 8% per year. In tax terms, the 
cash flow benefit for a limited 
company paying corporation tax at 
the rate of 20% is £36,900. 

Energy saving plant (ESP) 
detailed on the Energy Technology 
List (www.etl.decc.gov.uk), will 
attract a 100% tax write off in the 
year of purchase regardless of 
whether the total assets bought in 
a period exceeds the £250,000 AIA 
limit. However, from 1 April 2012 
energy saving plant which receives 
a Renewable Heat Incentive (RHI) 
or Feed-in Tariff (FiT), such as a 
wood pellet boiler or solar panels, 
no longer qualifies for the 100% 
ESP relief. 

Given the above changes, 
businesses may like to undertake a 
cost benefit analysis into 
purchasing such items before the 
end of the two year temporary AIA 
increase and should therefore 
contact their local supplier for a 
quote. This will be of particular 
interest to those who wish to take 
advantage of changes to the RHI 
rules in Spring 2014, which will 
extend the current non-domestic 
tariff eligibility criteria to also 
include domestic tariffs. This will 
present interesting opportunities 
for the more creatively minded 
businesses.

WHEN I was 16, Kaiser Chiefs were considered pretty 
cool, even if their lyrics were ridiculously repetitive 
and just an excuse for a bunch of indie kids to jump 
about on stage, writes Ella Walker.

YOU can teach old dogs new 
tricks or so it would seem in 
Red2, the action-packed se¬ 
quel to 2010 comedy about a 
team of retired assassins, who 
merrily kick butt and run rings 
around highly trained agents 
30 years their junior.

Pick fruits 
for summer 


IT’S NOT only the humble potato or common car¬ 
rot which can thrive on allotments - you can also 
grow a cornucopia of delicious soft fruits like 
summer berries and blackcurrants. 

What's more, fruit bushes and trees are long- 
lived. Gooseberries and blackcurrants can do 
well for 20 years, trees can 
produce for decades and 
raspberry canes can last more 
than 10 years. 

"Plot-holders are better off 
looking at soft fruit because it 
takes up less space than fruit 
trees and is easier to manage 
and pick,'' says Mike Thurlow, 
horticultural adviser to the 
National Allotment Society, 
which is running this year's 
National Allotments Week 
campaign with Kelly's of 
Cornwall. 

"The root run of soft fruit isn't so expansive 
so it doesn't interfere with other crops or with 
neighbours' plots.'' 

Summer fruits are generally easier to care for 
than larger fruit trees. Many currants can be 
grown as bushes, while raspberries and black¬ 
berries need to be trained against a framework 
structure, usually a post and wire system. 


"Soft fruit can't be shoved away in a cold 
corner,'' Thurlow explains. "Full sun is needed to 
ripen the wood rather than the fruit because it is 
ripe wood which gives you the bountiful harvest 
the following year.'' 

If you are growing bushes or training trees, 
plan them as part of the 
structure of your allotment, as 
they are likely to be permanent 
fixtures. Most fruit trees are 
pollinated by insects so you'll 
need to avoid windy sites, and 
add plenty of organic matter 
to the soil, which needs to be 
well-drained. 

Strawberries, one of the 
nation's favourite summer 
fruits, should be placed in the 
sunniest border and should be 
moved around on a three-year 
cycle. 

Few allotments allow trees to be grown 
because they shade other plots and sometimes 
can't be moved when a new tenant arrives. So 
if you want to grow fruit trees, you may have to 
buy dwarf rootstocks to train, creating espaliers, 
cordons or fans. 

"Redcurrants, white currants and gooseberries 
can be fan-trained and turned into espaliers and

cordons. It's a bit of fun. You could train them up 
the side of a shed or make make a support from 
stakes and training wires," Thurlow says. 

Be warned that blackcurrants are big plants 
which will need plenty of room, each taking up 
around 1.5 square metres of ground so don't 
plant them too close together. 

"You'll often have fewer berries from two 
struggling plants than from one good one," 
Thurlow points out. 

Unless you live in a really mild area and your 
plot is sheltered, avoid trying to grow tender 
fruits such as figs, apricots and peaches on your 
allotment, as they will need so much protection. 

All soft fruits should be planted in a sheltered 
spot away from frost pockets. Choose late varie¬ 
ties to help avoid frost damage and make sure 
you net the fruits from the birds. A fruit cage is 
essential and should be allowed on allotments as 


it is classed as a temporary structure. 

Avoid planting soft fruit where it has been 
grown before as it can lead to replant disease, 
resulting in stunted growth. Buy stock which has 
been certified free of pests and disease to avoid 
the fatal viral disease. 

As for placing your plants, Thurlow advises to 
keep all your fruit bushes together as a group in a 
south or west-facing spot where they will receive 
the maximum sun. 

Growing fruit on your allotment may take a lit¬ 
tle patience as many types will not bear fruit the 
same year they are planted (summer raspberries, 
blackberries and gooseberries will fruit in the sec¬ 
ond year and redcurrants in the third), but once 
they are established, they will not let you down.

SEAT has released pictures of the 
first-ever Leon estate, which 
comes with significantly more 
luggage space than the 
hatchback. 

The stunning new Leon ST’s 
587-litre boot is almost exactly 
the same volume as the Skoda 
Octavia hatchback. That also 
makes it just 23 litres short of the 
load volume found in the Octavia 
estate and gives it a new 
dimension of practicality, 
especially considering its dual¬ 
level floor. 

Otherwise, the car is broadly 
similar to the five-door Leon, 
albeit with new options such as 
Adaptive Cruise Control (ACC), 
Adaptive Chassis Control (DCC) 
and Progressive Steering all on 
the Leon ST’s options list, but 


only for certain trim grades. 

The engine choices will be 
familiar, ranging from the 1.2-litre 
TSI petrol with 104bhp to the 
181bhp 2.0-litre diesel. Every 
engine will have stop-start and 
energy recovery systems and 
even the cheapest petrol engine 
will be capable of more than 
57mpg. 

The diesel range starts with a 
104bhp 1.6 capable of close to 
70mpg - although a final figure 
has yet to be confirmed. The 2.0- 
litre diesels, with 148bhp and 
181bhp, achieve 68.9mpg and 
65.7mpg respectively. Both are in 
band B for road tax, attracting no 
charge in the first year and just 
£20 after that. 

No prices yet but expect a hike 
of £800 over the five-door hatch.
